Wonderful  news!  California  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger 
announced  the  selection  of  Garrett  Burke’s  design  featuring  John  Muir 
and  Yosemite's  Half  Dome  at  a  press  conference  in  Sacramento  on 
March  29,  2004  The  coins  will  roll  from  the  presses  in  January  2005. 
John  Muir,  Schwarzenegger  noted,  has  been  a  “role  model  to  generations 
of  Californians  and  to  conservationists  around  the 
world."  Muir,  he  said,  “taught  us  to  be  active 
and  to  enjoy  -  but  at  the  same  time  protect  - 
our  parks,  our  beaches  and  our  mountains.” 


The  design  features  Muir  on  a  precipice 
facing  Half  Dome  in  Yosemite  National 
Park,  with  a  California  condor,  the  lar¬ 
gest  bird  in  North  America,  with  a  wing¬ 
span  of  9  Vi  feet,  circling  between 


Garrett  has  been  contacted  by  Coin  World,  other  print  media,  radio  and 
TV  in  a  flurry  of  interviews  since  the  announcement.  His  original 
design,  one  of  over  8300  entries,  w  as  among  tw  enty  selected  in  the  first 
round  of  the  contest.  After  an  online  vote,  his  concept  was  one  of  five 
sent  to  the  U  S.  Mint  for  refinement,  and  an  intermediate  design  was 
formulated  (middle)  before  the  final  version  was  unveiled  for  the  people 
of  California  at  the  press  conference  in  Sacramento.

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Mints  of  Today

You’ve  read  about  mints  of  yesteryear  in  my  previous  article  and  as  a 
result  of  that  particular  article,  1  decided  to  research  mints  of  today! 


Engelhard  and  Johnson-Matthey  are  highly  respected  names  in  the 
precious  metal  industry  as  silver  bullion  from  both  minters  is  highly 
regarded. 


In  the  mid-1970s,  Engelhard  began  producing  poured  100-ounce,  .999 
fine  silver  bars  first,  but  as  demand  grew,  went  to  an  extrusion  process, 
which  lowered  costs.  On  poured  bars,  the  Engelhard  hallmark, 
description  and  identification  numbers  were  recessed,  having  been 
stamped  into  the  bar.  They  also  produced  one-ounce,  five-ounce,  25- 
ounce  and  50-ounce  bars.  Engelhard  was  the  first  to  market  one-ounce 
silver  bullion  rounds.  As  they  grew,  Engelhard  switched  to  an  automated 
system  that  produced  struck  1 0-ounce  silver  bars  that  carried  a  highly 
reflective  finish  with  clearly  defined  raised  lettering.  Engelhard  stopped 
turning  out  silver  bars  in  the  mid-1980s.  Engelhard  bars  are  occasionally 
available,  but  only  in  the  secondary  market. 


And  today,  Engelhard-Clal  is  a  world  leader  in  refining,  manufacturing 
and  marketing  of  precious  metal  products. 


In  the  late  1970s  Johnson-Matthey  (JM)  began  producing  struck  10- 
ounce,  .999  fine  silver  bars  until  the  mid-1980s  when  demand  waned. 
JM  struck  10-ounce  silver  bars  were  sealed  in  vinyl  and  often  are  still  in 
their  protective  vinyl  covenng  when  they  are  sold  in  the  secondary 
market. 


In  today’s  world,  JM  is  one  of  Britain’s  most  admired  companies  of 
catalysts,  chemicals  and  refining.  Engelhard-Clal  and  JM,  two  highly 
respected  names,  are  also  top  competitors. 

Sunshine  Minting  currently  sells  silver  in  denomination  of  one-ounce, 
five-ounce,  10-ounce,  50-ounce  and  100-ounce,  specializing  in  fine 
silver  and  gold  blanks,  as  well  as  blanks  in  platinum,  brass  and  copper 
Sunshine  Minting,  formerly  associated  with  Sunshine  Mining,  separated 
in  1 994  due  to  the  pitfalls  of  investing  in  mining  stocks. 


Wall  Street  Mint  currently  produces  10-ounce,  000  silver  bars 
displaying  the  New  York  City  skyline  and  the  World  Trade  Center’s  twin 
towers.  They  currently  produce  BufTalo/lndian  one-ounce  silver  rounds 
that  come  twenty  to  a  tube.  They  also  produce  100-ounce  extruded  .999 
fine  silver. 

Liberty  Mint  Marketing,  Inc.  sells  custom  commemorative  coins  for 
businesses,  institutions  and  individuals.  They  also  sell  one-ounce,  .999 
silver  bullion  to  the  collector. 

Northwest  Territorial  Mint  is  a  manufacturer/dealer  in  gold,  silver  and 
platinum,  specializing  in  silver  bars  and  coins.  The  business  was 
established  in  1984.  They  currently  mint  one-ounce,  five-ounce,  10- 
ounce  and  1 00-ounce,  .999  silver  bars. 

The  Great  Western  Mint  currently  produces  one  troy  ounce,  .999  fine 
silver  medallions,  from  bold  Eagle  Commemorative  sets,  to  life’s  events 
as  well  as  Christmas  medallions. 

The  Colorado  Mint,  Inc.  is  a  woman-owned  private  mint  located  in 
Golden,  Colorado  They  specialize  in  minting  .999  fine  silver 
commemorative  coins  and  medallions,  and  produce  custom  coins  and 
medallions  as  well. 

And,  last,  we  cannot  forget  SilverTowne  of  Winchester,  Indiana, 
producers  of  silver  art  bars  from  past  and  present  -  including  our  own 
I  AS  AC  bars  and  rounds. 

There  are  many  mints  producing  silver  bars  in  various  denominations  for 
bullion.  Unfortunately,  gone  are  the  days  for  most  in  creating  those  one- 
ounce  silver  art  bars!

Foundation  for  Cancer  Research  The  round  commemorates  Gabrielle 
Rich  Aouad,  who  died  from  leukemia  in  1996  at  age  27.  The  foundation 
was  created  by  her  husband  and  her  mother  that  same  year.  BRM 
created  500  gold  and  3000  silver  medals,  and  50%  of  the  proceeds  will 
go  to  the  foundation. 


The  Winston-Salem  (NC)  Coin  Club  has  issued  a  one-ounce  silver  round 
featuring  the  Reynolds  Building.  The  round  is  the  second  one  issued  by 
the  club  The  building  was  used  in  ‘recognizing  the  historic  importance 
of  the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company  to  Winston-Salem.’  Other 
obverse  icons  are  a  Moravian  star  and  teapot,  symbolizing  the  Old  Salem 
community  and  its  early  settlers.  Five  icons  on  the  reverse  show 
explorer  Sir  Waller  Raleigh,  a  tobacco  fanner,  a  textile  worker,  the 
Wright  Brothers  flyer  and  the  Cape  Hatteras  Lighthouse.

and  on  the  right  by  skyscrapers.  LCCC  also  produced  a  gold-plated 
version  of  the  round. 


The  Willamette  Coin  Club  of  Beaverton,  Oregon,  host  club  for  the 
March  26-28  ANA  National  Money  Show  in  Portland,  Oregon  produced 
this  souvenir  show  medal  which  bears  an  illustration  of  the  Rose  of 
Scotland’s  House  of  Stuart.
